Therefore a player active for less than 2 
years hao likely not even appeared la tho rating systems* A fow systems require that 
a few games bo played bof era tho top boards eaa area bo achieved! Thus polls will 
oftoa show a good player before ho appeal* oa tho rating rodtere. Examination of 
tho bottom of tho aoeoad board and tho 'also rana* la tho list will alaoat always 
show seao now feces. Tho top board la usually a rohaah of tho playora who aro oa 
top of oao, and usually a fow rating systems, tho poll* value, therefore, i« aa a 
prediction of now playora who play tho gam wall. Svon thought tho top playora aro 
ratod booaaao of popularity, oftoa aoro than oklll, bow playora aro ratod booaaao 
of skill only, having yot to gala a *aaao l la tho hobby* 

The 00 poll la moat oat of tho mala atraam aa Wargaaora who play Diplomacy 
eaa bo ratod aoro rapidly than la othor systems, and the circulation of GO la 
heavily slanted toward a local KTC groap aad prodaooa a bleo Tote.

Before we continue with Arn's article, we have a rebuttal to that part of 
Ara's article whieh delt with Rich Loomia's system dealing with the gam* of 
nuclear destruction.

Arn's article on rating systems is very interesting, but I think he is 
a little too hard on my system. First of all, he compares everything to 
his definition of a "good rating system" whieh, X gather, la one that show* 
which players are batter than others. It is my opinion that no gam* whieh 
includes more than two player* oaa have a rating system that really shows 
who ia beat. There are to many variables. Bat secondly, and mora to the point, 
he call* my rating a total point count system* and calle all those worthless, 
Farhap*, if the total point count ware all that was printed. But my rating 
includes games played, game* won, game* tied, opponents defeated, and 
opponent* left. All of these thing* are printed* If all this information 
doesn't tell you anything about your ooponenta, then what more do you need?
